Terrible Explosion Near Lancaster, P a.— 
Three Men Killed. 
Lancaster, Pa., Aug. 18.—Three men 
were killed, fifteen or more injured, 
and several buildings demolished by 
the explosion of twenty-five pounds of 
dynam ite at New Holland on Mon­ 
day. 
The 
Pennsylvania 
Telephone 
company is building a new line in that 
vicinity and had stored the explosive 
in the summer kitchen of the Eagle 
hotel. 
Early in the morning Charles 
F. Cannon, an employe of the company, 
and one of the gang just about to start 
to work, went to the summer kitchen 
to get enough dynam ite for the day’s 
use. A few moments later there was a 
terrible explosion and one side of the 
summer kitchen was blown out. A big 
hole on another side had blood and 
flesh on the ragged edges, and it is 
supposed th at Cannon’s body was sent 
through there. 
The unfortunate man 
was blown to atoms, his stomach hav­ 
ing been found two blocks away. 
F rank Hammond of Harrodsburg, 
who was standing just outside the 
building, had every bone in his body 
broken 
and

Square Harden. 
Upper Red Hook, N. Y., Aug. 18.— 
I W illiam J. Bryan’s itinerary after he 
has rested has been partly arranged. 
He will not go back to New York to’ 
answer the speech of Cockran. He will 
go from here to Buffalo, from Buffalo 
to Erie, from Erie to Cleveland, speak­ 
ing at each place. From Cleveland he 
will go direct to Lincoln.

Calderon Carlisle's Report Is Looked 
Upon at Washington as Simply a 
Bluff—Secretary Bayard's Note On 
the Same Subject—The Interna­ 
tional Situation. 


Madrid, Aug. 18.—The Epoca semi­ 
officially denies that Spain is preparing 
a bill of damages against the United 
States. 
W ashington, Aug. 18.—In official cir­ 
cles there Is considerable discussion 
concerning the pam phlet of the Span­ 
ish legation, prepared by its attorney, 
Calderon Carlisle. In the state depart­ 
m ent there was no criticism as to the 
publication of the document, and it 
was not regarded as one at which of­ 
fense could be taken. 
W hile it is acknowledged th at the 
prim a facie object of the document 
could only be the laying of the founda­ 
tion for claims 
against 
the United 
States, there were also intim ations that 
the pam phlet was issued and given 
wide circulation for the purpose of 
m aking the United States more vigilant 
in preventing filibustering expeditions, 
as the Cubans in this country are re­ 
doubling their efforts to send m uni­ 
tions of war to the insurgents. 
Attention was called to the note of 
Secretary of State Bayard to Julian 
Valero, who in 1885 was m inister from 
Spain, who called attention to the cele­ 
bration of the arrival in Cuba of fili­ 
bustering expeditions, of expressions of 
sym pathy for the Cubans, and pointed 
out that the trial of offenders by jury 
was a serious argum ent against ap­ 
pealing to the courts, as the people 
would sympathize with the offenders, 
and the latter would be acquitted. 
To this portion of the Spanish m inis­ 
ter’s note Mr. Bayard replied that the 
government of the United States did 
not attem pt 
to 
exercise any power 
over the opinion and expressions of peo­ 
ple within its domains. Mr. Bayard in 
lls note added: “The executive can do 
no more to punish or repress offenses of 
this nature (expeditions 
against 
an­ 
other government) without the judicial 
ascertainm ent of the fact that an un­ 
lawful act has been committed than it 
could by adm inistrative m andate award 
death on charge of murder. 
Neither 
in one case nor the other could the 
representation of parties claiming to 
be aggrieved override the indispensa­ 
ble requisite of a judicial proceeding.” 
Mr. Bayard says considerably more 
on this point, emphasizing his position. 
He does not ask Spain to be the plain­ 
tiff, but says the United States will be 
the plaintiff in all cases where a breach 
of the law is charged which will bring 
the case within the statute, and adds: 
“Perm it me to assure you that if any 
attem pt be made on your part or by 
your agents to cause the lawrs applica­ 
ble to the case, and the international 
obligations of the United States, to be 
respected to their fullest extent shall 
fail, and the incident be brought to 
the attention of this departm ent, it will 
promptly lend its aid to vindicate the 
law and enforce its remedies.” 
Mr. Bayard thus placed the responsi­ 
bility of locating filibusters and hostile 
dem onstrations against Spain upon the 
Spanish government.

WRITER 
DEAD 
RIPE AGE. 


Remains 
Unconscious 
Until Her 
Last Moment—Literary Executor 
of James G Blaine, Her Cousin— 
Notable Pieces of Work. 


Hamilton, 
Mass., 
Aug. 
18.—“Gail 
Ham ilton,” Miss Abigail Dodge, died 
at her home on Main street at 9 o’clock 
Monday night. 
She arose apparently 
quite well Sunday morning, but while 
eating breakfast was 
stricken 
with 
paralysis, the shock being much more 
serious than the one experienced in 
W ashington in May, 1895. 
Her physi­ 
cian was immediately summoned. 
He 
found her unconscious 
and 
she re­ 
mained in that condition until death 
came. 
Gail Hamilton was a native of the 
town in which she died, having been 
born in 1830. 
In 1865-67, she was one 
of the editors of p u r Young Folks, a 
magazine for children, published in 
Boston. 
From 1870 until a little over a year 
ago she had lived most of the time 
with her cousin, Mrs. Jam es G. Blaine, 
in W ashington. In course of this daily 
contact with the Blaine family, Miss 
Dodge was led into a very close friend­ 
ship with Mr. Blaine, and at the death 
of the latter, she became his literary 
executor, being in possession of all his 
papers and documents of value to her 
as his authorized biographer. She was 
engaged, as frequently as her health 
would permit, on 
Mr. 
Blaine’s biog- 
laphy from the time of his death un­ 
til her illness of last year, and it is 
thought her untiring devotion to the 
work wTas instrum ental 
in bringing 
about prostration, and eventual death. 
Gail Hamilton was a frequent con­ 
tributor to prominent magazines, and 
her published 
works, 
w ritten in a 
witty 
and a ggressive 
style, consist 
largely of selections from her contribu­ 
tions. In 1887 she wrote a series of let­ 
ters on civil service reform for a New 
York paper.

• 113,672.200. 
W ashington, Aug. 18.—From official 
inform ation received by th e .treasury 
departm ent from twenty-one countries 
the coinage of silver during the calen­ 
dar year 1895 am ounted in the aggre­ 
gate to $113,672,200. 
Of this sum $13, 
603,200 was recoinage. 
Deducting this 
sum from the total coinage gives the 
coinage of silver from new bullion in 
1895 as $100,069,000. 
The world’s product of silver dur­ 
ing the calendar year 1895 is estimated 
to have been $226,000,000. 
The amount 
of new bullion used in the coinage so 
far as known was $100,069,000, and from 
reports received from twelve Countries 
the am ount used in the industrial arts 
was $42,000,000, while the exports to the 
east amounted to $37,500,000, m aking 
the total disposition of the world’s sil­ 
ver product for 1895, so far as known, 
$179,569,000, which would leave $46,- 
430,000 for coin and use iii the arts 
by the countries from which no reports 
have been received.
